John  Metcalf  was  a  native  jof  the  West 
Riding  of  Yorkshire,  bora  iu  the  year  1717, 
only  a  fe «  miles  fntrn  Harrow  gate.  He  lost 
bis  sight,  from  the  effects  of  the  ’ measles, 
when  four  years  old,  aud  very  shortly  be¬ 
came  totally  blind — utterly  unconscious  of 
light.  His  first  efforts  towards  sustaining 
himself  were  mode  upon  the  viuliu.  He  be¬ 
came  an  expert  performer  on  the  instro- 
msut,  when  a  mere  boy,  and  for  many 
years  attended  as  a  musician  at  the  "Queen's 
Head,”  in  High  Harrowgnte.  At  the  age 
of  flve-ond-twenty  he  Lad  snved  money 
enough  with  which  to  purchase  a  wheeled 
carriage  and  horses,  for  the  conveying  of 
people  to  and  from  places  of  amusement. 

A  few  years  later  he  sold  his  bursks,  and  en¬ 
listed  ss  a  musician  in  Colouel  Thornton's 
Volunteers,  and  was  ta^ou  prisoner  at  the 
battle  of  Falkirk.  He  was  souu  released, 
however,  and  returned  to  Knarexbo rough, 
where  he  was  born,  aud  coRimeuced  the 
baatuese  of  a  common  carrier  between  that 
town  nod  Y>»rk,  a  distance  of  sixteeu  miles;
